Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  17.48  per  thousand  is  the  lowest  for  the  last 
ten  years  but  compares  favourably  with  15.50  per  thousand  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  total  number  of  Deaths  assigned  to  this 
District  is  248  from  all  causes,  corresponding  to  a Death  Rate  of 
12.03  per  thousand  compared  with  12.50  per  thousand  for  England 
and  Wales.  Cardio-vascular  disease  again  accounted  for  50°/„  of 
the  total. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  after  reaching  a low  I'ecord  of  32 
per  thousand  of  Live  Births  for  last  year  has  returned  to  52  per 
thousand  for  1951  compared  with  42  for  the  whole  County  and  29.0 
for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  only  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 
The  great  drop  in  the  ravages  of  this  disease  throughout  the  whole 
country  during  the  past  few  years  is  surely  the  most  convincing 
proof  of  the  value  of  immunisation,  yet  parents  as  a whole  seem  to 
have  forgotten  the  dreadful  toll  that  diphtheria  has  taken  from  the 
children  in  the  past,  for  let  us  look  at  the  figures  of  immunisation 
in  our  records.  At  the  most  vulnerable  period  in  the  child’s  life, 
under  five  years  of  age  only  43%  of  the  child  population  are  pro- 
tected in  this  district  compared  with  81%  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  16.  1 appeal  to  the  parents  in  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles 

District  to  give  this  matter  their  most  serious  consideration  and 
thereby  avoid  an  almost  certain  tragedy  in  the  very  near  future. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conversion  of  earth  closets 
and  other  insanitary  conveniences.  243  conversions  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  This  constitutes  a major  contri- 
bution to  the  health  of  the  District. 

T take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  during  my  year  of  office.  Thanks  are  also  due  to 
my  colleagues  on  the  Council  StaflF  and  especially  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Wilkinson,  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  and  ungrudging 
help  during  the  year  and  also  for  their  assistance  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.

Deerness  V’alley  Sewerage  Scheme — .Whilst  no  progi-ess  has  been 
made  towards  the  commencement  of  work  in  connection  with  this 
scheme,  due  to  the  economic  and  financial  position,  negotiations 
are  taking  place  with  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  regarding 
the  possibility  of  embarking  upon  part  of  the  scheme.  Early 
attention  to  this  matter  is  now  being  urged  by  the  Wear  and  Tees 
River  Board  following  their  inspections  with,  in  some  cases,  adverse 
reports  of  the  effluents  being  discharged  from  the  Council’s  various 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  into  the  Rivers  Wear  and  Deerness. 

Sewerage. 

During  the  year  a 9"  trunk  sewer  Avas  constructed  by  the 
Council’s  Direct  Labour  Oi'ganisation  from  the  West  side  of  Saw- 
mills Lane  Housing  Site  to  Browney  Lane — approximate  length 
2,000  yards — to  facilitate  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  increasing 
development  taking  place  on  this  site. 

The  reconstruction  of  part  of  the  Main  Sewer  in  Browney 
Lane,  necessitated  due  to  damage  b}'^  subsidence  ivas  completed  in 
December,  1951.

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
and  supervision  of  this  department. 

The  removal  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  as  is  also  the  collection,  sorting  and  baling  of  salvaged 
paper. 

To  carry  out  this  work,  23  men  are  employed,  three  of  whon’. 
are  chargemen,  one  a driver  mechanic,  six  are  driver  fillers,  and  the 
remainder  labourer  fillers. 

A fleet  of  eight  Karrier  refuse  collecting  vehicles  is  used  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage.

Two  of  these  vehicles  are  eleven  and  ten  years  old  respectively, 
maintenance  costs  are  relatively  high,  and  the  purchase  of  one  large 
Karrier  Vehicle  (3  Tonner,  10  cubic  yard  capacity)  would  be  a 
decided  advantage  to  the  Council,  economically.  The  large  t\^ 
Karrier  vehicles  are  used  for  the  collection  of  Ash  Bins,  the  numbei- 
of  which  is  growing  yearly. 

There  are  approximately  5.915  houses,  and  400  other  premises' 
dealt  with  each  week. 

Bms  and  Earth  Closets  are  emptied  every  fom-  to  seven  days 
according  to  requirements  of  the  district. 

Refuse  is  led  to  the  Council  Tips  at  Brandon  Colliery,  Brandon 
Village,  Ushaw  Moor  and  Esh  Winning,  and  a private  Tip  at  Burni- 
gill.  This  private  Tip  was  commenced  earl}^  in  1952  at  the  request 
of  Ml’.  R.  Richardson  of  Burnigill  Farm,  and  its  completion  will  take 
from  1 to  2 years.  It  will  reclaim  several  acres  of  low  lying  swamp 
land  to  useful  pasture  or  arable  land. 

By  tipping  all  refuse  from  Brandon  and  Meadowfiekl  Council 
House  sites  and  Meadowfiekl  and  Browney  Houses,  pressure  will  be 
taken  from  the  Brandon  Colliery  Tip  and  its  ‘ life  ’ prolonged.

I’hei-e  were  originally  about  7(M)  (lollieiy  Houses  in  this  village. 
Just  previous  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  the  Council  commenced 
to  build  3H  houses,  this  being  the  first  instalment  of  a building 
scheme  to  rehouse  129  families  from  houses  in  a clearance  area. 

Unfortunately  with  the  outbreak  of  war,  building  came  to  a 
standstill  and  the  Council  was  only  able  to  rehouse  38  families. 
During  the  war  years  a small  number  of  families  from  this  clearance 
area  were  rehoused  in  Colliery  or  other  houses. 

When  post-war  building  was  commenced  and  houses  completed, 
the  remaining  families  in  this  clearance  area  were  gradually  rehoused. 

The  remaining  Colliery  Houses  in  this  village,  approximately 
570  in  number,  are  with  the  exception  of  19  houses  in  Church  Street 
and  40  in  Double  Newcastle  Street,  old  properties,  the  majority  of 
which  are  sub-standard,  and  but  for  the  acute  housing  situation, 
many  of  them  Avould  have  been  scheduled  for  Clearance. 

The  poor  housing  conditions  have  recently  been  seriously 
aggravated  by  structural  damage,  the  primary  cause  of  which  is  due 
to  the  extraction  of  coal  immediately  beneath  the  village. 

The  housing  department  of  the  N.C.B.  took  steps  to  support 
these  cottages  b}’  the  insertion  of  steel  supports  on  the  outer  struc- 
ture, the  supports  being  tied  by  a steel  cross-member. 

In  spite  of  these  preventive  measures,  a good  deal  of  structural 
damage  has  taken  place,  and  families  have  had  to  be  moved  around 
to  allow  major  repairs  to  take  place.  Furthermore,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  demolish  more  than  40  of  these  houses  in  Single  New- 
castle and  Double  Sunderland  Streets. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  demolition  of 
many  of  these  houses  should  be  considered,  and  the  families  re- 
housed. To  do  this  it  would  be  necessary  to  institute  a scheme  to 
deal  specifically  with  this  problem. 

The  area  of  damage  is  spreading  and  may  ultimately  affect  the 
whole  village.  The  properties  at  present  severely  damaged  are  : —

Front  Street,  Brownby. 

There  are  50,  four-roomed  houses  in  this  street,  and  the  OAvners 
have  improved  the  amenities  of  these  houses  by  carrying  out  the 
undermentioned  works  ; — 

(1)  Installing  modern  kitchen  ranges,  of  the  combination  type 
with  back  boiler. 

(2)  Reducing  the  large  pantr}'^  to  half  size  and  using  the 
remainder  as  a small  scullery  Avith  wash-up  sink  and  hot 
and  cold  water  taps. 

(3)  All  windows  in  bedrooms,  sitting  room  and  kitchen  have 
been  removed,  and  replaced  Avith  larger  type  casement 
windows. 

(4)  These  Avorks  being  completed,  the  conversions  of  the 
existing  earth  closets  to  water  carriage  is  desirable,  and 
would  bring  these  houses  up  to  the  required  standard.

Similar  improvements  are  being  carried  out  to  approximately 
30  houses  in  the  upper  portion  of  these  two  streets. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitar}'^  and 
Meat  and  Food  Inspector  at  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughter- 
house at  Meadowfield,  where  Cattle,  Sheep  and  Pigs  are  slaughtered 
to  supply  the  needs  of  Durham  City,  Durham  Rural  and  Brandon 
and  Byshottles  Districts. 

As  previously  reported,  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between 
the  Council’s  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  and  the  Slaughterhouse 
Management,  who  give  all  possible  assistance  to  facilitate  inspection.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  nine  bakehouses  in  the  area,  two  of  which  are  whole- 
salers and  retailers,  and  the  remainder  are  in  the  retail  trade  only. 

The  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  of  these  premises,  has 
been  maintained. 

Milk  Supplies,  Milk  Marketing  Board  Creamery,  Langley 
Moor. 

The  opening  on  the  I4th  April,  1948,  of  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  Creamery  at  Langley  Moor  marked  a neiv  phase  in  the  Milk 
Marketing  and  Milk  distribution  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

It  is  now  possible  fol-  all  Dairy  Farmers  takmg  part  in  the 
Scheme  to  have  all  Milk  produced  on  their  Farms  collected,  pasteur- 
ised, bottled  and  returned  ready  for  sale  to  their  registered  customers. 
Pasteurised  and  pasteurised  tuberculin  tested  Milk  is  nov  available 
to  every  householder  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

The  Creamery  situated  at  Stone  Bridge  is  built  on  an  island  of 
land  bounded  on  the  North  side  by  the  new  arterial  by-pass  road 
(Durham  to  Crook),  and  on  the  South  side  by  the  old  road. 
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The  Creamery  commenced  operations,  with  a through-put  of 
42,000  gallons  of  Milk  per  week,  this  is  now  increased  to  120,000 
gallons  per  week  of  which  45,000  gallons  are  tuberculin  tested 
pasteurised.  The  production  of  tuberculin  tested  Milk  at  Farms 
under  the  scheme  has  increased  from  1,000  to  2,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  Creamery,  its  buildings,  layout 
and  equipment,  is  regarded  by  the  leading  Authorities  in  the  Trade 
in  general,  as  the  best  and  most  up-to-date  pasteurising  and  bottling 
dairy  in  the  country. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  supervision  and  administration  of  Rodent  Control  is  carried 
out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  S.  Slack,  who  is  depot  chargeman  in  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment, also  acts  as  part-time  rodent  operator,  and  during  the  periods 
when  sewer  treatment  is  undertaken  (twice  yearly),  two  other  men 
are  transferred  to  this  work,  for  a period  of  approximately  eight 
weeks. 

Rodent  Control  was  taken  over  from  the  Durham  County 
Council  during  1946  and  since  that  date  sewer  treatment  has  been 
successfully  carried  out  every  six  months,  usually  during  the  months 
of  April  and  September. 

When  business  premises  are  disinfested,  a charge  is  made, 
comprising  actual  cost  of  labour  and  materials,  plus  a percentage 
for  administration  expenses,  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge. 
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The  undermentioned  schedule  shows  in  detail  the  work  over 
the  past  four  years,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  sewer  infesta- 
tion is  gradually  decreasing.
